'To-day the 
mysteries ef the gospel, which were to 
the Jews a stumbling block and to the 
Greeks foolishness, having come down 
unchanged through all the ages, offend 
alike men who have creeds and men who 
have none, because of the absolute and 
exclusive supremacy of the truth which 
they teach. The opposition of to day is 
founded in the sect spirit, which is the 
child of intellectual conceit. " This 
spirit," said the bishop, "has made 
schism so familiar a presence that it has 
practically dropped from the catalogue 
of the possible sins of the nineteenth 
century. When we see how the hoay oi 
Christ is torn and divided in this genera- 
tion by differences of opinion, how 
earnestly should we not pray to the 
Head of the church to send a thourand 
Pauls to preach the mysteries of the 
gospel. It is impossible for any man to 
preach these mysteries and not preach 
against the sect tendencies of the day 
Much of our Christianity has fallen into 
fragments— no, not fragments, for those 
might be gathered, repaired and put 
together again — but into ruins. If the 
gospel has any right to a hearing it must 
be dogmatic oi nothing. It must offer 
truth to the human mind and heart by 
authority, or it is nothing. When reason 
can follow it it will be in acawd with 
reason, but when it branches off reason 
must yield to the guidance of faith, 
which is the substance of things hoped 
for. Now, partly on the ground of 
reason and partly on the ground of faith, 
the gospel demands belief in a person. 
This is the great question ot the day. 
But just this is an offense to wbat is 
called the 'liberal and advanced thought 
of the times.' It is the fashion of the 
hour to sneer at dogmas and disparage 
all truths uttered in the form of ' Credo 
—1 believe.' And with this fashion as 
an essential goes the general disregard of 
moral and spiritual truths. The age is 
becoming materialistic, and the ten- 
dency is to revive the old fi.rms of pagan 
pleasure-worship, and to plunge the world 
back into that dark gulf of aensuality 
from which it was rescued eighteen 
hundred years ago by the eross. ©h, 
let us cling to the catholic fullness of 
the love of God and lo God's truth in 
all ita dogmatic preciseneas. We as 
ministers are compassed about with eore 
temptations. We are tempted to please 
rather than offend men ; tempted to float 
with the current ; tempted to preach 
morality rather than religion. Already 
these temptations have told sadly upon 
the morals of some ot ua.

He says tnat about 
a year aeo there was a period of six week' 
that the air changed from a downcast to j 
an upcast, at the C. and C. shaft, and J 
from an trpcast to a downcast at the Con- 
solidated Virginia shaft. During that 
period the heat in the mine became in- 
tense. A tomewhat similar but worse 
change has recently been effected, by 
which the C. and C. shaft has an upcast 
of air without the corresponding down- 
cast at the Consolidated Virginia, except 
in the roath compartment of the shaft, 
which has been chair bered off from the 
ther compartments, or "boarded up,' 
a' it is called. In consequence of this 
change the heat in the mine is intense 
He carried a thermometer all through 
the 1,750 level, and not a place was 
found below 108 degrees Fahrenheit. 
The 1,850 level is as hot as the 1,750- 
Lamb is ot the opinion, however,* that 
this will last but a few days longer, and 
that when the connection is made be. 
tween the 2 000 level and the 1,940 of 
the California, the air currents will be 
restored to their usual and normal con- 
dition, and the bonanza mines will be as 
they ever have been, the best ventilated 
mines of the Comstock. Mr. Lamb fur- 
ther says that when the wind shifts from 
its accustomed southern qHarter into the 
north, ventilation is always bad in the 
mines, and that we have bad a grea 
deal of north wind within the last two 
weeks.

The last work of Bayard Taylor, con- 
taining the above lines, has hardly made 
its appearance before the telegraph an- 
nounces the sad tidings of the death of ita 
writer. It is but a few months ago that 
the venerable William Cullen Bryant 
presided at the banquet given to Mr. 
Taylor upon the eve of his departure to 
Berlin to assume his duties as minister 
of the United States to Germay, and, 
delivered a parting address full of kindly' 
feeling, to which Mr. Taylor feejici 
revpontled. e>:ticcr hl4 depar iK rf*** 1 
Bryant has passed away, and the January 
number of the Atlantic Monthly contains 
a poetical tribute to his memory from 
Mr. Taylor's pen, and now the latter has 
gone to join hi- friend, and a great name 
has dropped out of the list of our living 
writers. 

The story of his life is briefly told, for 
it has been mainly upent in travel and 
books, and the former has been largely 
utilized in the service of the latter. He 
was birn in Chester county, Pennsylva 
nia, January 11. 1825, and 'n 1842 com- 
menced his life work as an apprentice in 
a printing office in West Chester. Three 
years afterward he made a tour through 
Europe on foot, and upon his return in 
184C published "Views Afoot, or Europe 
Seen with Knapsack and Staff," which 
aroused a very general ambition among 
toutists to travel in the same pedestrian 
style. During the next year he edited a 
newspaper in Ph<enixville. Pennsylvania, 
anil thpn went to New York, where he 
became identified with the Tribune, to 
which jo .rnal he ha< contributed more 
or less, ever since, and iu which many of 
his smaller works DATS made their first 
appearance. Iu 1S49 he msde the tour 
of California, and returned by way of 
Mexico. Tne year 1851 wals}>ent iu the 
east, and during his tour he ascended the 
Nile and also traversed a large portion ot 
Asia Minor. In 1852 beset out from 
England, cr ssing Asia to Calcutta, 
thence going to China, where he joined 
Com. Perry's Japan expedi Ion. In 
1862-3 he was secretary of legation at 
St. Petersburg, Simon Cameron then 
being minister.

t'urers ever had so much 
that wai new and entertaining^ 
he revisited Egypt, aud in the sa 
went to Iceland to attend the Millen 
celebration, where a poem of his was reatT 
He was sufficiently cosmopolitan by na- 
ture to accommodate himself to all coun- 
tries, and probably no traveler has been 
more loved and respected by foreigners 
than he. He had welcome access to 
their homes, and, being a man ot close 
jiowers ot observation, he has not only 
acquainted us with the general aspects 
of countries, but with pictures of home 
life such as few men except Auerb?ch 
have ever drawn — with this notable ex- 
ception, that while Auetbach's observa- 
tions have been limited to a narrow re- 
gion of his own country, Bayard Taylor 
was a citizen of the world and broke 
bread with the people of many strange 
countries. His travels have enriched 
our literature with many works. 

His iiterary; work has not been con- 
fined to books of travel. His busy pen 
was almost constantly employed, and 
his ambition and industry led him 
through almost every department of 
literary activity. As -a poet, he was 
characterized by vigor and force united 
with purity of sentiment, rather than 
by the imaginative faculty or by the 
dreaminess and mystery that character- 
ize bo many of our latter-day poets. In 
translations his work is the most valua- 
ble, because it is the best that hasevei 
been done by an American writer, while 
in the case ot his splendid version o. 
Goethe's "Faust," it may be fairly ques 
tioned whether it is uot I he nest trans 
lati<-n of that great poem ever made i 
any country. 

His literary activity continued to t 
very clese ot his life. If we are not m 
taken one of his strongest reasons f 
wishing the position to which Preside 
Hayes appointed him, was that he mio- 
be where he could easily secure materia 
for his "Life of Goethe," upon which h| 
was at work when death suddenly inter 
vened and the pen dropped from b 
hands. Few American writers will 
so sincerely mourned, for lew of the 
are so well known to the people. H 
strong, rugged, vigorous nature, his ge 
nial, hospitable, manly bearing, the pu- 
rity as well as excellence of his works, 
and bis chivalrous character as a gentle- 
man, will commend bis memory to his 
countrymen. The story of his death 
will be to!d and his memory will be ten- 
derly recalled in almost every part of 
the world.

A correspondent of the Rural New 
Yorker writes : Whenever clover can 
be grown, the means for restoring ex 
bausted fertility are always at hand. It 
does this in many ways. On heavy 
loams or clays cl'.ver roots penetrate the 
subsoil, opening it to the fertilizing in 
fluences of air and light. 'I hey tike 
from the subsoil the manurial elements, 
chiefly mineral, wtiich have lain dormant, 
or beyond the lees vigorons feeders. 
The surface soil on land long cropped is 
generally deficient in mineral fertilizer--. 
As the clover plant is mainly near 01 
above the surface, what is brought from 
-^g,aubsoilJhelps Uj^mak^the surface, 
richer. At the san? time snotl *r im- 
portant » enovatint- process is going on 
The clover leaves form a mulch, pro- 
tecting the surface from the heat and 
rapid evaporation of moisture whith 
would otherwise occur. Under this 
shade there is strong reason to believe 
that unavailable nitrogen is transformed 
into nitric acid oi unites with some ba-e 
forming a nitrate, and is thus made 
available as plant food. 

I omit in this enumeration of the 
benefit from clover, the advantages which 
many believe it to possess of using 
atmospheric nUrogen by a* sorption 
through the leaves. This is a mooted 
question, and, though imnortant, ita 
decision does not involve that ot the 
necessity of growing clover. If clover 
has the^ power, it is prt bably through 
the ainmonia held by dews and rains on 
the leaves, and is thus helped by the use 
<d gypsum and land plaster, which ofteii 
produces remarkable results oa the 
clover plant.

The use of clover as manure has here- 
tofore been chiefly on light, sanCy 6oil 
deficient in vegetable maLter. Here the 
soil, when not in crops, must be con 
tinuously seeded with it, and, as often as 
possible, the entire growth of the plant 
must be plowed under. Treated thus, 
sandy soils, which would otherwise be- 
come a barren waste, are rendered pro- 
ductive. In some localities are farms 
which <oi sist mainly of drilling sand, 
which not even a mortgage will bold, 
and by their side other farms naturally 
no better that, by the use of clover, have 
been made fertile. Pure sand has no 
capacity for retaining manures. Adding 
vegetable matter, as we do with clover, 
we may add whatever else we choose^ 
with the assurance that it will remain a 
fixed benefit. On heavy land clover 
oenefits the crop by disintegrating the 
too compact mass. On sand the decay- 
ng clover forms the soil on which the 
crops must grew. It makes heavy soil 
lighter and lighter soils heavier. 

The advantages of clover in cleansing 
foul land have never been appreciated 
As usually grown, in the seeding*, it 
does not have this advantage. Sown a- 
it should be, at least a peck of seed per 
acre, and allowed to form a dense mass, 
clover will emother and destroy most 
annual weeds, and gieatly aid in .sup- 
pressing those hardy perennials, thistles 
and quack grass. But to do Ithis effec- 
tually, clover should be grown with the 
least possible check. No pasturing 
should be permitted when the ground is 
moist enough to poach by the feet of 
cattle or horses Especial care should be 
taken ef clover while young. The best 
(aimers now will not pasture the first 
year a'ter seeding. In a eeason like the 
present, I would make an exception. 
Clover this year blossomed and in some 
places seeded from last year's seeding 
So soon as the blossoms began to appear 
I would pasture lightly to keep down 
the blossoms. This makes a rich food for 
cattle or horses, and, as blossoming i» 
very exhaustive to the plant, light pas- 
turing rather promotes its vigor. But 
the second year no hoof of horse or cow 
should be allowed in the clover field, 
exc-pt as horses are used to cut and 
harvest the hsy. If cut early in June, 
the second crcp will grow more rapidiy 
and the crop of seed will be generally 
better. It is during the second growth 
that the clover roots make most progress 
in penetrating the subsoil. For this 
reason, as also because I .ike to feed a 
gsod deal of clover hay, I have as much 
as possible mown every year.

An article of diet of almost universa- 
t.onsuujption among the poorer cla-ses in 
Russia is the variety of cheese known as 
"Tworog," ef which more than 7,000,000 
pounds are sold annually in Bt. Peters- 
burg alone. Its mode of preparation is 
very simple. Sour skim milk is placed 
over night in a warm oven, and poured 
the rext day upon a neve, 'where it is 
allowed t» remain until all the whey has 
run off. The curd is then packtd tightly 
in a wooden vessel and covered with a 
lid made to fit exactly within it. On 
this heavy weights are placed, so as to 
keep up a constant pressure on the mass 
of curd ; and tho space between the lid 
and the top of the vessel is filled with 
cold water, which is frequently renewed. 
Tworog cheese is, i^ fact, nothing more 
than hard pressed curd. In the north- 
western and southern governments of the 
empire ft is often made from sheep's milk, 
and in Bessarabia a auperior quality 
made from the whole milk is prepared, 
which possesses far better keeping quaN 
Hies than the ordinary sort, and which 
is exported in considerable quantities to 
Wallachia, Moldavia, and even to Aus- 
tria. — f American Dairyman.

SS -ine mix with 
ashes or du-t, but I can sow better clear. 
I only use the thumb and forefinger, ana 
sow about six feet wide, a cm to every 
other step. The best time to sow is the 
first ten days in August, but if I have 
a large crop to sew I begin as early as 
tho miadle o: July; these early-soWD 
turnips, however, are not so sweet and 
nice for the table as the later crop. There 
is one rule of the utmost importance in 
fowing turnips, and I attribute my suc- 
cess to its cb-ervance more than -to ail 
other causes, and that is, always tow a 
soon after a rain as the ground can be 
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worked. From long tx 
sure that there are mo 
turnip growing from the 
practice of sowing just be 
from all other causes ■ 
sandy soils this may be duVerent, as all 
my experience has been on a clay soil.—
